District Attorney Welch arose and 
opened the case for 
the

wealth. He gave a brief resume of 
the occurrences leading up to, at the 
time of following the tragedy and 
told the jury that the chain of evi- 
dence the prosecution would work out 
for them would 
enmesh the "Big 


Swede" at every turn and angle and 
when completed he believed would 
show beyond all question of doubt 
that his was the hand which fired the 
shot that sent the bullet 
through 


the head of John Rowles and ushered 
his soul into eternity in the twink- 
ling of an eye and without warning 
to the innocent victim of the dastard 
ly attack. 
When this was shown the 


commonwealth would ask at 
their 


hands a conviction of murder in th 
first degree, the penalty for which 
is electrocution.

a vigorous campaign to make Missou- 
ri dry. , The question is to be voted 
on at the November election, and the 
Leaders of the anti-saloon forces are 
confident that they will win by a good 
majority. 


The campaign up to this minute 


has been one largely of organization. 
There were two plans originally, the 
Anti-Saloon League and the W. C. T. 
U. counselling work for a dry leg-
